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CONSTITUTION OF THE KANSAS ACADEMY OF SCIENCE.* 

SECTION 1. This association shall be called the Kansas Acad- 
emy of Science. 

SECTION 2. The objects of this Academy shall be to increase 
and diffuse knowledge in the various departments of science. 

SECTION 3. The members of this Academy shall consist of 
two general classas — honorary and active. 

(1) Active members shall be classified as local members and 
national members. Local members shall be those who are members 
of this Academy only. Local members may be elected at any 
time by the committee on membership, which shall consist of the 
secretary and two other members appointed by the president 
annually. Annual members shall pay a fee of one dollar and annual 
dues of one dollar; but the secretary and treasurer sh 11 be exempt 
from the payment of dues during the years of their service. Any 
person who shall at on« time contribute twenty dollars to the funds 
of this Academy may be elected a life member of the Academy, free 
of assessment. Any member who has paid dues to the Academy for 
ten consecutive years, or who has been legally exempt during any 
portion of that time, may be elected a life member on the payment 
of ten dollars. Any member who has been a member of this Acad- 
emy in good standing for twenty years may be elected a life member 
without payment of further fees or dues. Honorary members may 
be elected on account of special prominence in science, on the 
written recommedation of two members of the Academy. In any 
case, a two-thirds vote of members present shall elect to honorary or 
life membership. 

(2) National members shall consist of those who are also mem- 
bers of the American Association for the Advancement of Science. 
Each national member, except life members of the Academy shall 
pay to the American Association for the Advancemnt of Science, 
its annual fee and shall pay to the Academy an annual fee of one 
dollar. National life members of the Academy shall pay to the 
American Association for the Advancement of Science its annual 
assessment. 

The classification of members, together with the fees to be paid, 
is as follows: 

1. Honorary. No dues. 

2. Active. 

(1) Local. 

(a) Annual, dues $1 per year. 

(b) Life, no dues. 

(2) National. 

(a) Local life, national annual, no dues. 

(b) Local life, national life, no dues. 

(c) Local annual, national life. Dues $1 per year. 

*As modified by amendments. 
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SECTION 4. The officers of tnis Academy shall be chosen by 
ballot at the annual meeting, and shall consist of a president, 
two vice presidents, a secretary and a treasurer, who shall perform 
the duties usually pertaining to their respective offices. The pres- 
ident, the secretary and the treasurer shall constitute the executive 
committee. The secretary shall be in charge of all the books, 
collections and material property belonging to the Academy. 

SECTION 5. Unless otherwise directed !by the Academy, the 
annual meeting shall be held at such time and place as the execu- 
tive committee shall designate. Other meetings may be called 
at the discretion of the executive committee. 

SECTION 6. This constitution may be altered by or amended at 
any annual meeting by a vote of three-fourths of attending members 
of at least one year's standing. No question of amendment shall 
be decided on the diay of its presentation. 

SECTION 7. This Academy shall have an executive council, 
consisting of the president, the secretary, the treasurer, the vice- 
presidents, and four other members to be nominated by the nominat- 
ing committee and elected as the other officers. This council shall have 
general oversight of the Academy not otherwise given 'by this con- 
stitution to officers or committees. 



BY-LAWS 

I. The first hour, or such part thereof as shall be necessary, 
in each session, shall be set aside for the transaction of the bus- 
iness of the Academy. The following order of business shall be ob- 
served, so far as practicable: 

1. Opening. 

2. Reports of officers. 

3. Reports of standing committees. 

4. Appointment of special committees. 

5. Unfinished business. 

6. New business. 

7. Reports of special committees. 

8. Election of officers. 

9. Election of members. 

10. Program. 

11. Adjournment. 

II. The president shall deliver a public address on the evening 
of one of the days of the meeting, at the expiration of his term of 
office. 

III. No meeting shall be held without a notice, of the same 
having been published in the papers of the state at least thirty 
days previous. 

IV. No bill against the Academy shall be paid' by the treas- 
urer without an order signed by the president and secretary. 

V. Members who shall allow their diues to remain unpaid for two 
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years, having been annually notified of their arrearege by the 
treasurer, shall have their names stricken from the roll. 

VI. The secretary shall have charge of the distribution, sale 
and exchange of the published Transactions of the Academy, under 
such restrictions as may !be imposed by the executive committee. 

VII. Eight members shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business. 

VIII. The time alloted to the presentation of a single paper 
shall not exceed fifteen minutes. 

IX. No paper shall be entitled to a place on the program unless 
the manuscript, or an abstract of the same, shall have been pre- 
viously delivered to the secretary.
